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ANNOUNCEMENT OF GIFT FROM THE 
ROCKEFELLER FOUNDATION TO THE AMERICAN 
SCHOOLS OF ORIENTAL RESEARCH 


On November 18 the Officers of the Schools were advised infor- 
mally by Professor Edward Capps, Advisor for the Humanities, that 
the Rockefeller Foundation had, in the previous week, granted the 
Corporation of these Schools the subvention that had been asked for. 

The gift is divided into two parts: one consists of annual donations 
to be given over a series of years for the strengthening and enlarge- 
ment of the work of the Schools; the other is the offer of $250,000 for 
endowment, conditional on our raising an equal sum in the next 
seven years. We are thus at once given substantial assistance for 
the immediate building up of our work so that we may make demon- 
stration of what we can do, and at the same time, are offered the 
opportunity of a generous endowment conditional on our success in 
raising an equivalent sum. 

The Trustees will take prompt action to acknowledge the receipt 
of this communication. In the meantime, the Officers express their 
profound obligations to the Rockefeller Foundation for this munifi- 
cent act of assistance which is of vast encouragement for the work 
done in the past by the Schools and of stimulus and inspiration for- 
their future.

TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
PRESIDENT OF THE AMERICAN SCHOOLS OF 
ORIENTAL RESEARCH 


To the Trustees of the Schools, and the Council of the Archaeological 
Institute of America: 


GENTLEMEN: 

With the close of the School year in Jerusalem terminated the 
tenure of Director W. F. Albright, after ten years of devoted and 
invaluable service to the School in Jerusalem. The regret over his 
departure is felt not only by the Management of the Corporation 
but, as we learn, by the civic and scholarly community in Jerusalem 
and by scholars throughout the world, who have keenly appreciated 
Dr. Albright’s contributions to the lore of Palestine, in the varied 
lines of geography, archaeology, philology. With only small and 
occasional funds supplied by the School, and in larger part by co- 
operation with other undertakings, he has made notable contribu- 
tions to archaeology through excavation and exploration. We 
regret he was not supported with larger means. But he indefati- 
gably employed his opportunity for the study of Palestine, and his 
constant contributions to the BULLETIN and other journals have 
vastly enriched and stimulated scholarly knowledge. A typical 
contribution from his pen is the replete and suggestive cornmunica- 
tion which appeared in the October BuLuetin, No. 35. We also 
express our deep obligations to Mrs. Albright for her part as mistress 
of the School and for her bravery and ability in meeting the cares of 
the day of small things; our small appropriations were cheerfully 
received and most carefully expended. For them we desire all 
happiness in their new home in this country. We feel a compensa- 
tion of pride that in losing our Director we contribute a successor 
to the eminent scholar, the late Professor Paul Haupt. 

Before his departure Dr. Albright was able to bring to a close two 
matters of legal importance. One was the question of taxation of 
our School property. In a poor land like Palestine, in which a 
good part of the real estate is in the hands of ecclesiastical, educa- 
tional and philanthropic bodies, the Government was naturally 
keen not to exempt possibly taxable properties. But Dr. Albright, 
supported by Consul-General Knabenshue, to whom we are im- 
mensely indebted for his effective pleading of our case, was able to 
bring this matter to a successful issue in our favor. The other 
matter was the vexed question of a property line which had been 
encroached upon by a neighbor; and this has been brought to a final 
and satisfactory conclusion. 

The acceptance of the succession to Dr. Albright by Dean C. C. 
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McCown, of the Pacific School of Religion, brought us great relief 
and gratification. Dr. McCown arrived in Jerusalem promptly 
in July and was able to have some time for association with Dr. 
Albright before the latter’s departure. The new Director has taken 
up his various duties with great vim and intelligence. His first 
year opens with a large family in the School, including several schol- 
ars of academic distinction in America. Dr. McCown’s scholarly 
interests lie in the later Hellenistic and Roman fields of Palestinian 
research, and he will help us to emphasize the fact that Palestine 
is a land of the ages, associated with Western as well as Eastern 
history. 

For the continued proof of the value of the School in Baghdad 
reference is made to the accompanying report of the Director, 
Prof. George A. Barton. I take occasion to acknowledge his inde- 
fatigable enterprise in this cause, as well as the whole-hearted co- 
operation given by the several Annual Professors, associated institu- 
tions, and the Government of Iraq. 

Since the closing of the academic year we have received in this 
month the most gratifying announcement of a munificent gift from 
the Rockefeller Foundation. A detailed statement of its terms is 
published along with this report. The Foundation grants the 
Schools outright the sum of $250,000, to be paid over a term of 
seven years; and an equal sum for endowment, so far as it is matched 
dollar for dollar by our own contributions, available within the same 
term. The Management of the Schools expresses its heartfelt 
gratitude for this generous gift—the amount is that which we ac- 
tually asked for—and also its gratification that the work of the 
Schools carried along for years on smallest resources and against 
great odds has received this acknowledgment of confidence from the 
expert Officers and distinguished Trustees of the Foundation. And 
it is most agreeable to give our thanks for the furtherance of our 
cause with the Foundation to Professor Edward Capps, the official 
head of the Athens School and Adviser of Humanities in the Rocke- 
feller Foundation; his kindness reinforces our ever pleasant relations 
with the sister School. 

The terms of the Rockefeller Gift will enable us promptly to ex- 
pand, but will not permit us to lie down, as its terms challenge us 
to raise $250,000. For this consummation we shall have to call 
upon the efforts of Trustees, Incorporators and Patrons of the 
Schools to an extent we have not been in a position to bespeak 
hitherto.

~ REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE SCHOOL IN 
JERUSALEM 


To the Trustees of the American Schools of Oriental Research: 


GENTLEMEN: 


I have the honor to submit the following report on the work of the 
School in Jerusalem during the academic year closing June 30, 1929. 

The past year has been marked by progress in many directions. 
The student body was the largest in the history of the School, with a 
higher average calibre than usual as well. The prospects are that 
the number of students will remain relatively high from now on, if 
the School remains under competent and continuous direction. 

Thanks to the generous gift of $1000 by Mr. Felix Warburg and 
his brother Mr. Max Warburg it has been possible to make numerous 
improvements in the property and the library, which will be de- 
scribed below. Important additions to our equipment have also 
been made. On the other hand, the cost of maintenance shows a 
natural tendency to rise with the expansion of our plant. Unless 
there is more money for the current expenses of the School than is 
now available, the School will be unable to maintain a director as 
well as an annual professor. Without continuity of direction the 
School is certain to sacrifice most of what it has gained, and will 
unquestionably lose most of its value to students, as well as much of 
its prestige in the world of scholarship. 

The academic session began October 15 and closed March 8, after 
a most successful winter. The Annual Professor was Dr. Edward A. 
Wicher, Professor of New Testament in the San Francisco Theo- 
logical Seminary, who spent the year in Jerusalem with his attractive 
wife and family. The following students were in attendance during 
the entire session or a large part of it:

Rev. C. T. Bridgeman, American chaplain of St. George’s, and Mr. 
Hamilton of the British School of Archaeology attended special 
courses without taking an active part in the work of the School. 

The Director and Annual Professor gave a number of courses, as 
usual. The Director lectured twice a week on the archaeology of 
Palestine, twice a week on the geography of Palestine, and once a 
week on the topography of Jerusalem. In addition to these courses 
he conducted meetings for the consideration of special problems in 
the archaeology and topography of Palestine. Forty-five-minute 
papers were presented at these conferences, as follows: 

Mr. Gardner: The Site of Gethsemane 

Mr. Lasker: The Meaning of Synagogue Symbolism 

Mr. MacRae: The Negeb of Palestine before the Israelite Invasion 
Mr. Mauchline: Israelite Festivals in Ezekiel 


Mr. Oxtoby: The Site of Ai 
Mr. Herbert Wicher: The Third Wall of Jerusalem, The Site of Mizpah. 


Professor Wicher lectured four hours a week on New Testament 
Introduction. Besides these lecture courses and conferences, 
excursions were conducted by the Director to points of archaeological 
and Biblical interest. One morning a week was devoted to Jerusalem 
and its immediate environs, and one day a week on the average was 
given up to a longer trip, on foot, by donkey, horse, automobile or 
train, to accessible parts of Palestine. The Director further con- 
ducted two longer tours, one to Galilee, November 19-24, and a 
horseback trip through Western and Eastern Palestine, April 10—- 
May 2. The archaeological and topographical results of this trip 
were very important and will be described in detail in BULLETIN 
No. 35. 

The fourth Summer School lasted from July 3 to July 21, 1928, 
and was devoted to an intensive course of lectures and trips to points 
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of interest in different parts of Palestine. The Director lectured 
nine hours a week on the archaeology, geography and history of 
Palestine, and nearly all the remaining time was spent in making 
trips. While the number attending was small, the interest was 
correspondingly great. It is a pity that circumstances will probably 
not allow the continuation of the summer session in future, unless 
some friend of the School endows it. A fund of $10,000 would 
produce an income large enough to ensure the continuation of the 
summer session, with all that it means to serious students of the 
Bible.

After the close of the summer session the Director, being in very 
poor health, left Palestine for a month in Europe, during which he 
attended the German Oriental Congress at Bonn and the Interna- 
‘tional Congress of Orientalists at Oxford. At Bonn he presented a 
paper on “Die Vokalisation der asiatischen Fremdnamen und 
Worter in der syllabischen Schrift des Neuen Reiches”’; at Oxford 
he spoke on “‘The Hebrew Conquest of Canaan in the Light of Pal- 
estinian Archaeology.” It was noteworthy at Oxford that archaeol- 
ogy is now the center of interest in the field of Oriental studies, 
which is just as it should be, since the further development of our 
science depends almost entirely upon successful digging. 

The meetings of the Palestine Oriental Society during the past 
year were all held at the School, where tea was also served to the 
members. All four meetings were remarkably successful. The 
Director presented two papers on “ The Exile and Restoration in the 
Light of Palestinian Archaeology,” and ‘‘Hyksos Fortresses in 
Palestine and Syria.’’ Professor Wicher read a paper on ‘‘The 
Meaning of the Word hilastérion in the New Testament.’”’ The 
Director also gave three Hebrew lectures during the course of the 
year, two for the Agaddat ham-Meshétetim, and one before the Hebrew 
University Club, while Professor Wicher gave a number of addresses 
on religious and other topics. 

During the year the Director published about a dozen papers and 
reviews in various organs. Among them may be mentioned: 

The Egyptian Empire in Asia in the Twenty-first Century B.C., Journal of the 
Palestine Oriental Society, Vol. VIII, pp. 223-256 
A Royal Stele of the New Empire from Galilee (with Alan Rowe), Journal of 
Egyptian Archaeology, Vol. XIV, pp. 281-7 
The American Excavations at Tell Beit Mirsim, Zeitschrift fiir Alitestamentliche 
Wissenschaft, Vol. 47, pp. 1-18. 
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A considerable number of improvements in the building and 
grounds have been made during the year. Over $200 worth of 
furniture and rugs was bought for the hostel and the director’s apart- 
ment. Curtains were also put into the rooms of the hostel. The 
building had not been painted since 1925, a long time in this climate, 
so repainting had become necessary. In the fall we had the front 
half of the exterior painted, and in June the rear half was done. 
The painting outlay will be necessary every three or four years in > 
future, and at least $100 a year must be set aside for it. The elec- 
trical installation was also extended to the servants’ quarters this 
year. At one corner of our property a neighbor had encroached on 
us, pushing his stone wall out at a number of places. With the help 
of our attorney, Mr. 8. Horovitz, we succeeded in persuading him to 
withdraw his wall at the disputed points. Along the entire bound- 
ary line between our property and that of the neighbor we have now 
built a strong iron and woven wire fence, two metres high, with a 
cement foundation. The money for this very much needed fence 
was given us by Mr. Felix Warburg. In the fall we planted a hun- 
dred trees, bringing the entire number of trees planted since the fall 
of 1927 up to considerably over two hundred. Nearly all these trees 
are flourishing, and some are already five feet high. 

Considerable progress was made in the development of our library 
during the past year. Over 200 volumes were added by purchase, 
gift and exchange. Several new journals were added to our list of 
periodical exchanges. Mr. Felix Warburg and his brother Mr. Max 
Warburg, besides their gifts for other purposes, gave us $250 for the 
purchase of Judaica, and another $250 for binding. No binding had 
been done for several years. Some 320 volumes have been bound 
with this money, two or more years of a journal being bound into one 
volume wherever possible. We have subscribed to the Encyclopaedia 
Judaica, the Goldschmidt edition of the Talmud, the new German 
translation of the Mishnah, and have purchased the smaller edition 
of the Talmud Yerushalmi, so that our reference library of Judaica 
will be vastly improved. ; 

We wish to acknowledge the following gifts of books: President 
Adler, one book; Dr. Albright, numerous books and pamphlets of a 
miscellaneous character; Professor Badé, one pamphlet; Professor 
R. P. Blake, pamphlet; Professor G. S. Duncan, Introduction to 
Biblical Archaeology; Dr. K. 8. Guthrie, Alexandrian Philo Judaeus; 
Jews College, one book; Mr. H. C. Hoskier, Concerning the Text of the 
Apocalypse, two volumes; Professor Kirsopp Lake, The Beginnings of 
Christianity, three volumes; Professor James H. Ropes, Moore’s 
Judaism, two volumes; Dean McCown, two pamphlets; Mergen- 
thaler Linotype Co., Hitti’s As-Suyuti; Professor J. A. Montgomery, 
six pamphlets; Dr. Aapeli Saarisalo, about twenty books, being 
Hebrew Biblical commentaries and Midrashim; Smithsonian Insti- 
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tution, Annual Report; Society of Biblical Literature, all the ex- 
changes with the Journal and about twenty miscellaneous books; 
Professor Torrey, The Second Isaiah; University of California, 
several parts of publications by Popper and Lutz; University of 
Michigan, one book. 

The principal additions to the library by exchange were eight 
volumes of the Muséon, eight of the Journal of the Royal Asiatic 
Society, and eight of the Annals of Archaeology and Anthropology, as 
well as some twenty Arabic publications of the Hilal Press in Cairo. 
The importance of our exchanges is steadily increasing, and it is to be 
foreseen that most of our additions will come in future from this source. 

With the income of the Schofield Fund for the purchase of Crusad- 
ing literature we procured two volumes of the Archives de l’Orient 
Latin, which is very rare, and two volumes of Enlart, Monuments 
des croisés. Among our other purchases may be noted Caetani, 
Annali dell’ Islam, eight volumes (bought at a purely nominal price 
from Princeton University); Briggs, Mohammedan Architecture in 
Egypt and Palestine; Kennedy, Petra; Nielsen, Handbuch der siidara- 
bischen Altertumskunde; De Morgan’s Préhistoire orientale, three 
volumes; Petrie, Tell el-Hesy, Gerar; Weigall, History of the Pharaohs, 
two volumes; Gauthier, Dictionnaire des noms géographiques, two 
volumes; Petrie, Prehistoric Egypt, two volumes, Scarabs and Cylin- 
ders; King, Babylonian Boundary Stones, two volumes; Keilschrift- 
urkunden aus Boghazkéi, two volumes; Ebert’s Reallexikon der 
Vorgeschichte (continuation). 

The relations of the School with foreign scholars and institutions 
were as close as usual during the past year. The School was the base 
of operations in Jerusalem for Professor Garstang’s work at Hazor, 
Jericho, and Ai last fall, and the Director acted as pottery expert, 
spending some time with him both at Hazor and at Jericho. The 
School was also headquarters for the Danish Expedition at Shiloh, 
and the Director acted as Archaeological Adviser for the expedition, 
at the request of the Danish Committee, as well as of Inspector 
Kjaer, Director of the expedition. The Director also collaborated in 
a similar way with several other scholars and expeditions of various 
nationalities, especially with Dr. Saarisalo of the University of Hel- 
sinki and with Miss Dorothy Garrod, in charge of excavations at the 
prehistoric caves near ‘Athlit. Mr. Horsfield, Director of Antiqui- 
ties in Transjordan, also asked him to publish a remarkable anthro- 
poid sarcophagus of the tenth century B.c., found southeast of ‘Am- 
man. ‘This sarcophagus is very extraordinary, since it belongs to the 
same category as the clay coffins of Beth-shan, and enables us to 
advance another important step in their interpretation. The 
sarcophagus will be published in the American Journal of Archaeol- 
ogy, as the first of a series of archaeological papers from the School 
in Jerusalem. 
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Among the American visitors at the School during the past year 
we may mention Professor and Mrs. Pfeiffer of Cambridge, Mass.; 
Professor Fowler of Brown University (Honorary Lecturer at the 
School); Professor and Mrs. Hatch of Cambridge, Mass. (Professor 
Hatch was also Honorary Lecturer at the School) ; President Adler of 
Philadelphia, a distinguished guest whom we welcomed as one of the 
few Trustees of the Schools to pay us a visit in recent years; Mr. 
Felix Warburg of New York and the members of his party. Mr. Felix 
Warburg generously gave the School $750 and his brother Mr. Max 
Warburg gave $250, to be used for the library and needed improve- 
ments to the property. This gift proved a veritable godsend, since 
the School treasury is lamentably short, despite all the economies 
which have been practised assiduously by the Director and Mrs. 
Albright, who has been in charge of the house and hostel for the 
past two years. 

Just before the end of June it was our privilege to welcome the new 
Director, Dean C. C. McCown of the Pacific School of Religion. 
We wish to congratulate both the Trustees and the School on this 
wise choice, being confident that Professor McCown will do a great 
deal to advance the interests of American scholarship in Palestine 
during his period of office. But we cannot emphasize too strongly 
that he must be properly supported in America, and not hampered at 
every step through lack of money. It is no easy task for the Direc- 
tor of the School to teach, guide parties, excavate, investigate, re- 
ceive an endless stream of visitors, carry on an extensive corre- 
spondence without a secretary, act as sole librarian, accountant, etc., 
if he must even then provide the miracle each year by which the 
School may escape a serious deficit. 

In closing my period of directing the School, I wish to express my 
profound sense of gratitude to all the friends of the School in 
Jerusalem and elsewhere, as well as to thank the scholars and officials 
who have lightened my task. The new American Consul General, 
Mr. Paul Knabenshue, has won our gratitude in many ways, but 
particularly by the skill with which he conducted the successful 
negotiations with the Government over the question of exempting 
the School from taxation. To Mr. Richmond, the Director of Antiq- 
uities, and to his assistants, Mr. Lambert and Dr. Leo Mayer, 
I owe a great deal. Our relations with the French School of 
Archaeology, and to its staff have been so close that one finds it 
difficult to express oneself in words. Without the sympathetic as- 
sistance of Pére Vincent, I could have accomplished but little. To 
the British School, under the direction of Professor Garstang and Mr. 
Crowfoot, we have always stood in very close relation, while the 
annual summer sessions of the German School, under the leadership 
of Professor Alt, have always been marked by the most stimulating 
scholarly intercourse; our association with the Pontifical Biblical

School, under the direction of Pére Mallon, and with the Institute 
of the Gérres Gesellschaft, under that of Dr. Mader, has also been 
most friendly and mutually helpful. It is with a peculiar sense of 
personal loss that I interrupt the constant scholarly intercourse with 
the members of the staff of the Institutes of Jewish and Oriental 
Studies of the Hebrew University. Each year the Hebrew Univer- 
sity, under the successful guidance of Chancellor Magnes, advances 
toward its brilliant destiny, and each year its researches become more 
important. I wish to thank Chancellor Magnes and the staff of the 
Institute of Oriental Studies for my election as the first honorary 
member of the Hebrew University, on June 28th. 

In conclusion, may I be allowed to express my very special in- 
debtedness to Professor J. A. Montgomery, President of the Schools? 
His unfailing friendship, and his tactful management of our organi- 
zation have again and again relieved the difficulties of my position. 
No well-wisher of the Schools can fail to hope that he may continue 
for many years to guide its progress.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR OF THE SCHOOL 
IN BAGHDAD 


To the Trustees of the American Schools of Oriental Research: 


GENTLEMEN: 


The work of the Baghdad School during the academic year 1928- 
29 was of the same nature as the work of the preceding year and was, 
like that, very fruitful. The staff in the field consisted of Prof. 
Robert H. Pfeiffer of Boston University, Annual Professor, and Prof. 
Leroy Waterman, Honorary Lecturer. The School continued dur- 
ing the season its partnership with Harvard University in the con- 
duct of the excavation of Nuzi, Professor Pfeiffer acting as Director 
of the expedition and its Assyriologist. It is unnecessary to recount 
here the important discoveries made by the expedition as Professor 
Pfeiffer’s report of its work for the season has already been published 
in our BULLETIN (No. 34, pp. 2-7). Professor Waterman conducted 
during the year an excavation on the site of ancient Seleucia 
for the University of Michigan and the Toledo Museum. For this 
work the Baghdad School claims no credit, except that of having 
given Professor Waterman during the preceding year, when he was 
Annual Professor, an opportunity to begin the work and demonstrate 
what he could do there. A brief account of the work at Seleucia has 
been published in BuLLEetTIN No. 35, pp. 25-27 (October, 1929). 

During the present academic year the School continues its codper- 
ation with Harvard University in the excavation of Nuzi, Professor 
Henry F. Lutz of the University of California, the Annual Professor, 
acting as the Assyriologist of the expedition, which is directed this 
season by Mr. R. F. S. Starr of the Fogg Museum, Harvard. Profes- 
sor and Mrs. Lutz left this country in August and reached Baghdad 
on the 5th of October. 

A great field of usefulness is opening before the Baghdad School 
which, for lack of funds, it is as yet unable to occupy. Our Library is 
still housed in the Iraq Museum, but its space has become so limited 
by the material from the many expeditions working in Iraq that the 
room formerly set apart for our Library has of necessity to serve 
also as the office of the Director of the Museum. Under these cir- 
cumstances we hesitate to send to Iraq the books received from the 
bequest of the late William Hayes Ward. These are being cata- 
logued by Reverend Charles D. Benjamin, Ph.D., at the Library of 
the University of Pennsylvania. Dr. Benjamin is generously 
contributing his services to the School for this work, for which we 
owe him a debt of gratitude. The cataloguing of the bound volumes 
will soon be completed. A considerable sum of money must be 
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found with which to bind a number of the books and also to 
complete the files of the scientific periodicals. Dr. Ward died in 
1916 and, in order to make the library an adequate workshop, the 
volumes for subsequent years must be purchased. A gift for this 
purpose is sorely needed. 

Word has recently been received that the government of Iraq has 
voted to add to the site of its new Museum a lot of land on which we 
may erect a building for our Baghdad School. Funds for this pur- 
pose are at present notin hand. It is earnestly hoped that they may 
soon be forthcoming. 

The great need of the Baghdad School is an adequate endowment. 
Iraq offers almost unlimited opportunity for scientific research; the 
government of Iraq is ready generously to coéperate; competent men 
are at hand who are eager to undertake the task; funds only are lack- 
ing. It is the Director’s earnest hope that these funds may soon be 
forthcoming and that he may then have the pleasure of turning this 
work over to the hands of others.
